whole, it had tend) rly raised the 
South from the dust of humiliation, 
and, cry ins? ''Thy sins are forgivrn 
thi-p," jo\ fully extended the right 
hand of fellowship. That moment it 
turned back on the pa^t, fort-ing 
down its own sorrows and stilling the 
desire for revenge. To the astonish- 
ment of nil Europe, it punished trea- 
son with pardon. The rebellion Las 
been vanquished these ten years, but 
it is well to remember that the Xorth 
forgave before the South thought of 
asking.

poeted to affect American commerce 
favorably, bat the one now raging in 
Turkey will be of imatl account to 
long as it ia confined to the posses- 
sions of the SnlUn. Turkey buys 
largely of American arms, bat scarce- 
ly anything eke, the products and 
materials which slie consumes being 
mostly of a kind that cannot be ob- 
tained on this Continent. Her fruits, 
her meats, her clothing, even her to- 
bacco, are all produced at home, or 
in more Oriental regions. Our trade 
with her consists simply of prunes 
jnd otto of roses. Of the former we 
usually receive 15,000 to 20,000 casks 
a year. Otto of roses is produced on 
the borders of Bulgaria, and some of 
the villages devoted to this industry 
nave been destroyed. The opium 
crop in short, owing to the drouth. 
Our purchase of this commodity 
from Turkey usually 
amounts to 


160,000 pounds. Otto of roses is 
quoted in the New York market at 
£6 25 per ounce, and morphine at 
87 25 per pound. The lovers of per- 
fumery will have to use some home 
inade extract this year, but those 
whose slumbers depend upon the 
subtle narcotic, can yet turn their 
eyes hopefully to Japan and China
